SAN FRANCISCO, Cal. June 17 — 
The offices of the Building workers 
union, the Transport Workers union 
and the Defense Committee of the I. 
W. W. here were raided yesterday and 
more than ten men were arrested and 
charged with criminal syndicalism. 

This raid follows the raid on the San 
Pedro headquarters of the transport 
workers and the recent reversal by the 
higher courts of several important 
criminal syindicalism cases. The most 
important of these cases was that of 
McClenigan et al. 

In that case 27 workers were 
sentenced to from 1 to 14 years in 
prison for membership in the I. W. W. 
When they were convicted the trans- 
port workers in the harbor of San Pe- 
dro went on a five day protest strike. 

This strike spread to other ports 
and tied shipping all along the coast 
up as tight as a drum. Now the higher 
court in ordering a new trial for the 
men say that they did not get a fair 
trial.

The Monessen authorities have con- 
ducted a stubborn campaign to keep 
the truth about the Russian and Ger 
man revolutionary workers’ move- 
ment from the slave ‘steel mill work- 
ers of Monessen. A week ago the lo- 
cal authorities, by means of a so 
called “bureau of inspection, depart- 
ment of labor in industry,” tried to 
stop the film. 

Comrade Roberts, representing the 
International Relief, was forced to se- 
cure a new hall, because the steel- 
trust authorities trumped up an anti- 
fire law. Roberts protested on the 
grounds that the Russia and Germany 
film is the new non-inflaammable ma- 
terial that conforms to all fire laws 
thruout the country. 

The International Workers’ Relief 
office in Chicago announces that altho 


the showing of the “Fifth Year” has 


been stopped by local authorities in

Problems National in Scope. 

But there is a limit to what can be 
done by a state in the solution of the 
great fundamental problems of indus- 
try. Complete control of the govern- 
ment of Minnesota by the Farmer- 
Labor party would not enable it to 
effect the changes to secure 
equal opportunity and equitable re- 
ward for those wh® live by labor. 

The great questions are national in 
their scope and before the desired 
ends can be achieved control of the 
national government, by the workers 
must be an accomplished fact. 

Minnesota has served as a labora- 
tory in which to work out the princi- 
ple of political organization which 
must be employed on a national scale 
before the great work can be done. 
This brings us to the question of a 
national Farmer-Labor movement. 

Began National Movement. 

With the lessons of experience deep- 
ly impressed on our minds, and fully 
conscious of our limitations in carry- 
ing out our program of legislative 
changes, the idea of co-operating with 
our fellow toilers in other states and 
helping them to promote political or- 
ganization along the demonstrative 
lines of Minnesota was a most natural 
and proper course to follow. 

Minnesota owes it to herself and to 
other states to lend her resources to 
a united undertaking which will ad- 
vance the common interests. This 
was recognized by other state move- 
ments, and without any great effort a 
number of unofficial representatives 
of many state and national progres- 
sive movements, met in St. Paul on 
the 15th of last November and dis- 
cussed the advisability of calling a 
national convention for the purpose of 
uniting all progressive elements on a 
national platform of fundamental de- 
mands, and behind a single set of can- 
didates for president and vice presi- 
dent. 
All Labor Elements Wanted. 

There was practical unanimity 
among the representatives of the 
Farmer-Labor state organizations that 
assembled at St. Paul last November 
that a convention should be called on 
May 30, 1924, and an invitation should 
be extended to all labor, farmer, co- 
operative and progressive politica) or. 
ganizations, which would agreg to 
tentative platform az? the plan of the 
convention. 

Some opnsiition was manifested at 
this ¢nierence against the participa- 
zu of certain groups, but the domr- 
nant sentiment was that the time had 

coalition movement 
among all progressives who would 
agree on certain definite demands 
along legal and constitutional lines. 
Prejudice and factionalism were re- 
jected. , 
Meets Great Demand. 2 

This convention is meeting in re- 
sponse to a sentiment of the great 
mass of the farmers and workers for a 
distinct Farmer-Labor party. It is 
recognized that no pérmanent relief 
can come to those who live by labor 
until the power of monopoly to control 
the natural resources, money and 
credits, and the means of transporta- 
tion is broken, and this can be done 
only by the workers themselves. 

It is not a matter for a Moses to 
lead the enslaved out of the house of 
bondage, but rather for the oppressed 
to strike off their own shackles. Until 
the masses understand that the eco- 
nomic woes of the people are due to 
maladministration of the means of 
production and to the inequitable dis- 
tribution of wealth, there can be no 
hope. The miserable palliatives that 
occupy the time of the politicians only 
complicate the problem and disappoint 
the people. 

Destroy Power of Few. 
This new party that we are about 
to inaugurate must strike at the root 
of the trouble and destroy the power 
of the few by special advantages to 
despoil the many. 

This convention will not be re- 
spectable if it undertakes anything of 
this nature. Not only will big busi- 
ness assail it, but some of our time- 
serving progressives and special sa- 
viors will denounce it as dangerous 
and “radical.” 

Our big task will be to lay the 
foundation of a movement that will 
provide a place for every earnest hu- 
man being to help along in the move- 
ment for our common emancipation.

The delegates leaped to their feet

The com- 
pany boasts that “practically all em- 
ployes receive their pay weekly. From 
Monday to Saturday the works’ cash- 
lers pay out more than $1,000,000.” 
This statement, on analysis proves to 
be a boomerang against the company 
when it is considered that 40,000 em- 
ployes are paid at Hawthorne, The 
average wage is thus $25 per week. 


after the high wages paid to the of- 
ficilals and executives of the company 
are taken into consideration. When 
these high salaries, which run up to 
tens of thousands of dollars are taken 
out it will be seen that the average 
pay given the producing workers is 
vastly less. 
Vacation—After Five Years. 


In this pamphlet, printed on high

They get as low a scale of 
wages as any industrial plant in the 
country, and while the Western Hlec- 
tric, in its hot air propaganda, claims 
to consider the interests of the em- 
ployes, it admits that the co-operative 
store “carrying a well chosen line of 
merchandise, had sales of more than 
$80,000 over its counters in 1922.” 

Not Even Company Union. 

It is in this introduction to Western 
Electric “efficiency,” “be satisfied 
bunk,” that the worker is let down 
easy in learning that the employes 
have no union. There is not even a 
company union in Western BHlectric 
such as exists in the Pullman and 
other large industrial plants. The 
Western Electric conducts an organi- 
zation even more deadening to thot, 
more reactionary, and more bitter 
against unions than the company 
unjon. 

q is organization is the Hawthorne 
club, of which more will be said later. 
The Hawthorne club is “an organiza- 
tion formed to promote a spirit of 
good fellowship thruout the works. 
All employes belong to the Hawthorne 
club. “In other words, the Hawthorne 
club is an organization formed ‘to 
make the employes satisfied with 
their jobs. 

Button—After 15 Years. 

The Western Electric always sub- 
stitutes some form of bunk for actual 
payment of the worth of the employe 
in hard cash. When the employe has 
worked in the Western Electric plant 
for 15 years, he is given a nice, round 
little button. This button is said by 
the company to be gold, but inspection 
proves even the button to be a cheap 
imitation of gold. 

The company boasts a lot about its 
efficient pension system, but wives of 
Western Eleg@tric workers have made 
special trips to the DAILY WORK-

Texas woman, now a British citizen 
by marriage, had been seized and that 
the owner had been intimidated by 
government troops, which had burned 
and robbed the property, 
Mexican Politeness Exhausted 
Mexico advised the British consul 
on January 15 that all correspondence 
by the government with Cummins 
would be suspended. The consul was 
politely asked to transmit to London 
two scurrilous notes which Cummins 
had sent the Mexican government. 
May 8, Mexico again notified Eng- 
lend that Cummins was not wanted, 
but the British authorities replied that 
they saw no reason to recall their 
agent. Mexico answered that for the 


sake of the dignity of the country, wo 


Britain should at least retract the 
lying statements Cummins had made; 
but English authorities again stood 
by the “archivist.” 

Mexico then told Cummins to leave 
within eight days or he would be de- 
ported. The British agent then locked 
himeelf in the British legation and 
has refused to come out since, well 
knowing that the Mexican authorities 
were waiting for him but would not 
violate extra-territorial rights of Brit- 
ain by invading the legation. 


England Aided De la Huerta 
In view of English interference in 
the recent Mexican De la Huerta up- 
rising, the attitude of the British 
“archivist” and his official British sup- 
porters is wholly unwafranted. The 
charges which Cummins made were 
without a shred of truth and deliber- 
ately designed to stir up trouble be- 
tween Britain and Mexico in behalf 
of British oil and financial interests. 

The Mexican situation is another 
test case of the British Labor govern- 
ment’s sincerity. The MacDonald gov- 
ernment should have recognized Mex- 
ico at once but MacDonald would not 
buck the interests of Shell Oil, the 
British concern, combined with those 
of its new friend Standard Oil, of the 
United States and other parts. 

Both Shell and Standard have vast 
holdings in Mexico which are liable to 
confiscation by the government under 
the new constitution. Naturally the 
big business bunch want to preserve 
their divine right to the profits and 
will not let Cummins, their agent, 
leave Mexico disgraced, nor will they 
let MacDonald recognize .Obregon, 
who opposes their invasion and usur- 
pation of Mexican property.

| FASCISTI RULE IS| 
TOTTERING

government with Benito Mussolini. 
The Fascist dictator would take off 
his black shirt before giving up the 
most important post in the land, altho 
the old politicians will force Benito 
to strip himself pretty thoroly. ‘ 

Sig. Matteotti, the missing Social- 
ist deputy, had with him at the time 
of his disappearance a portfolio in 
which he was carrying the papers 
which gave full details of the fzilure 
of the Banco Italiano Disconto. This 
great bank crashed two years ago, anc 
in it were lost the savings of hundreds 
of thousands of Italian workers. 

Feared Bank Fraud Expose. 

The Fascist leaders, Algo Finzi and 
Ceasare Rossi, who resigned Monday 
from their important offices in the de- 
partment of interior, were connected 
with the Banco Italiano Disconto be- 
fore its failure and participated in its 
reorganization. Their new bank has 
control of the Italian financial marke: 
and owns the largest building in 
Rome. Other prominent Fascisti are 
associated with Finzi and Rossi in the 
new Banco Italiano Disconto, which 
was built out of the robbery of the 
workers in the precipitated faflure 
two years ago when the Fascists came 
into power. 

Deputy Matteoti had intended to 
make a big expose of the scandalous 
failure and reorganization of this 
financial octopus of the Fascists. The 
situation of the government, had he 
succeeded, would have been possibly 
more precarious than it is now after 
the mysterious disappearance of the 
vigorous Socialist anti-Fascist. 

Bank Bolstered Benito. 

Sigs. Finzi and Rossi have been 
close friends of Dictator Mussolini for 
years. Their bank has been, with 
Fiat Motor company, the strongest 
financial supporter of Fascism. They 
have had to resign in the present 
crisis, altho they rode into power with 
Benito and the rest of the black shirts 
in October, 1922. Benito ditches his 
friends in the crisis, washes his bands 
aud MO. we 
throne. 

Felippe Naldi, who assisted the fas- 
cist editor of Corriere Italiano, Sig. 
Filippelli, to elude the police for four 
days, has been arrested. Amerigo 
Dumini, founder of the fascist move- 
ment in Florence, is suspected of di- 
recting the crime, with Mussolini’s 
probable connivance, and has been 
arrested. Filippelli had given his 
friend Dumini a letter which enabled 
the latter to get the car in which Mat- 
teoti was kidnaped. 

Eyewitnesses of the kidnaping saw 
five men seize the socialist deputy 
and rush him away in a high-pow- 
ered motor car. They managed to 
get the number and thru it the po- 
lice traced the car to the garage and 
got the connection of Dumini and 
Filipelli in the plot to get rid of the 
socialist. 


Fascist Bulls Ousted. 


The chief of the national police, 
Gen. De Bono, and Commander Ber- 
tini, head of the Rome police, have 
both resigned because of the Matteoti 
crisis. Criticism of the fascist police 
heads for their failure to immediately 
investigate the socialist’s disappear- 
ance has been severe and it is sus- 
pected that the police officials them- 
selves had knowledge of the affdir or 
took part in it, 

The opposition parties in parlia- 
ment have refused to go to sessions 
until the fate of their fellow member 
Matteoti is determined. Mussolini 
and other fascist leaders addressed 
the fascist deputies who attended. The 
dictator pulled a long face and offered 
to apprehend at once and severely 
punish all persons connected with the 
crime, but the*fascist deputies cried 
“No!” and Mussolini then added that 
they were right and that the shame- 
ful and idiotic episode must not be 
connected with the general policy of 
my government.” 


Benito Knows. 


The general opinion thruout Italy 
is strongly critical of the fascist dic- 
tator. His sorrowful acceptance of 
the forced resignations of his cabinet 
particularly evoke the attacks of the 
opposition, already incensed over the 
long reign of blackshirt terror and 
censorship. Public confidence is seri- 
ously shaken in the ability of the pre- 
mier to run the government satisfac- 
torily any longer. 

But Benito is not retiring yet. He 
is forcing his fascist supporters to get 
out but he will out-stare the hostile 
looks centered upon him and main- 
tain his hypocritical purity of purpose 
in preserving Italy from a real gov- 
ernment of workers and peasants.

German Proves Long 
Hours Lowers Production

longer working hours mean increased 


production ? The scientific research- 
es of Professor Otto Lippman, direc- 
tor of the Institute of Applied Psycho- 
logy at Berlin; say no. 

Lippman purposely left out of con- 
sideration all investigations regarding 
the effect of long working hours, upon 
the health of the workers. He treats 
the subject exclusively from the view 
of production. 

One wrong assumption of employ- 
ers, the professor believes, is that bet- 
ter use is made of machinery when 
it is constantly in action. While a 
machine running 9 hours, does pro- 
duce more than one running 8, there 
are items that make the increase 
illusory. These include heat, light, 
power, depreciation, wages. When 
these items are balanced against an 
hours’ additional work, he shows they 
cancel the supposed advantage, espe- 
cially if the figures are for a peried 
like à year. 

A further factor is intensity of work. 
The greater the hours during which a 
worker is at his job, the less intensely 
can he work toward the closing hours: 

To get the greatest production out 
of a given plant, Lippman suggests: 
1. Pay wages that the worker does 
not have to look for extra work during 
off-hours... 2. Pay wages that the 
worker can be well nourished. 3. 


Place him at the job he can handle

periods of rest. 5. Build the machines 
to recognize the psychological needs 
of the workers. If plants are organ- 
ized on this basis, there is no need of 
long hours.

The boys had 
brains enough to léave Chicago when 
they were released or they would have 
been the victims of police attention 
till they had been sent away on some 
charge or other. 

The police were all intent on get- 
ting a “confession” from the boys 
whether or not they were guilty and 
did not look for a single clew that 
would in any way connect them with 
the crime.

CANADA ASSERTS 
INDEPENDENCE BY 


„ Silt. in 
British Empire

OTTAWA, Can., June 17.—The in- 


creasing assertion by Canada of the 
right to make her own treaties is ex- 
hibited by the latest treaty to be 
Signed by a Canadian plenipotentiary. 
It is designed to prevent smuggling of 
liquor and narcotics between Canada 
and the United States. This agree- 
ment was signed just before congress 
adjourned; but was not ratified by the 
senate and cannot come into force 
until congress meets again. 

The signing of the liquor-narcotic 
pact came soon after the American 
senate had ratified the treaty with 
Canada for protection of the halibut 
fisheries of the Pacific. Last year the 
senate refused to accept this agree- 
ment because it applied to Canada and 
not to the British empire; but at the 
session just closed the senate accep- 
ted Canada as sole partner apart from 
the British empire. 

The rum treaty too binds Canada 
only, tho recently an agreement in re- 
gard to smuggling on the ocean was 
negotiated with Britain and approved 
by Canada.

The depression is general in 
the mining industry. Many 
mines are closed, others are re- 
ported about to close and in 
those who are continuing to 
operate part-time has greatly dimin- 
ished average earnings. The seasonal 
increase in building construction was 
only one-third as great as in May of 
a year ago. 

During May employment in Illinois 
manufacturing industries, as shown by 
reports from establishments employ- 
ing more than 40 per cent of the work- 
ers in the state, fell 2.5 per cent. This 
carried the employment index to a 
point 8.6 per cent below May 1923. It 
means that more than 60,000 factory 
workers who were employed a year 
ago are out of work today. Adding 
approximately 40,000 miners brings 
the total unemployment to about 100, 
000 without counting additions to the 
warking population by growth of popu- 
lation and migrations. 

The growth of unemployment is 
emphasized by the increase in workers 
applying for each 100 jobs, from 136 
in April to 154 in May. Last May 
there were 105 applicants for each 100 
jobs. This year the free employment 
offices placed 11,961 workers as com- 
pared with 22,593 a year ago and 17,- 
159 in May 1922. Cities near the 
southern Illinois coal fields report 
from 2 to 4 job seekers for each avail- 
able opportunity to work.

The Mexican gov- 
ernment ordered his deportation, after having ex- 
hausted its patience, but the British propagandist 
and agent provocateur refuses, flys the British flag 
over his headquarters and challenges the Mexican 
government to remove him. 

The crime committed by the Mexican republic 
was its refusal to turn the wealth of the nation to 
the British oil companies at the head of which is 
Lord Cowdray. Ramsay MacDonald as well as the 
liberal and Tory governments that preceded him, 
because of this fact, refuses recognition and main- 
tains an agency in Mexico to foster rebellion 
against the regularly constituted government of 
that republic.
